ment. 

Sonradi of the national debt 
as ccmaiata of bonds, bears inter- 
eat. Thaae bonds have bem is- 
sued for a definite terfa of yeanii 
and are {Nud when tiiey fall diK. 
They bear fnteteat from two per 
cent to four per cent, and the 
principal and interest ia parable 
in gold. 

The gold and silver certificates 
and the national bank notes are 
not part of the nation 1 debt. A 
gold certificate is an evidence 
that the gold is in the treasury 
and that it will be paid to the 
holder of the eartifieate on de- 
mand. 

The national bank note is is- 
aued by the bank, with the gov- 
ernment guaranteeing its pay- 
ment npon presentation, but the 

government requiies that the 
bank must deposit collateral to 
guarantee payment. This col- 
lateral must be bonds of the 
United States, so there is no 
chance whatever for the govern- 
ment to lose anything through 
the national banks.

Prof. Jamea W. plover of the 
Uafverailyof Ifiehigaa, haa com- 
oiled a aet of tablte from the 
cenaisa report, ahowiac that the 
average life of an American man 
ia 60.2 yaara and for the average 
American woman 53.6 years. 
The result of his findings is soon 
to be released in a report from 
the bureau of census. 

The report is lengthy and com- 
plete in every detail. Among 
the other interesting casta in the 
report ia tiiat on its firat day, 
the Ukefihood that diiid wiU dk 
daring the year ia only ona* 
fourth aa great aa at birth and 
the death rate contipqea to de- 
crease up to the age of twrtve. 

The healthiest year in an 
American's life is from the 
eleventh to the twelfth birthday. 

The enormous waste of infant 
life which still goes on although 
medical science has done much 
to arrest it, is shown by the ex- 
ceedingly high death rate which 
prevaila wnong iafuita under 
one year of aoa. Of 100,000 na- 
tive white . haUee horn aUve. 
nearly 6 par eant diadMig tiie 
first year. Girl babiea' ehances 
of life is better, only 4 per cent, 
dying the first month and 10.5 
per cent., the first year. 

Undoubtedly the country i^ 
more healthy than the large 
cities. The death rate under the 
age of one year is 23 per cent, 
less in the country and smallf^r 
towns than in the cities and all 
the way up until the age of SO, 
thava is a margin of fiva yean 
in favor of the courtxy. There- 
after lha 4Htmmm . baoomee 
gndMlly Jepa vntU tha ige of 88 
ia reached, when th^ dtiee show 
a alight greater loog^vl^ than 
the rival districts.
